The proposed amendment filed 4/17/08 would overcome issues stated under 112, 2 nd concerning claims 11 and 14, in the Office action of 
1/17/08. 

The proposed amendment filed 4/17/08 would overcome issues stated under 112, 1st concerning claims 1 and 18, in the Office action of 
1/17/08, since each of claims 1 and 18 would require that the first and second polypeptides be expressed by the same (i.e. the "first") 
bacteriophage. 

The proposed amendment filed 4/17/08 would overcome issues stated under 112, 1 st concerning claim 12, in the Office action of 1/17/08, 
since claim 12 has been cancelled. 

Newly proposed claims 19-20 raise new issues that would require further consideration, such as 112 new matter and/or enablement issues.
